An immense quantity of coal
has been taken out of the mines at 1
Dante, and put on tho mnrkot. Tho
coul Is of a particularly good quality.

pensation." he. has received two fees
or $15,000 each, one In October, 1506,
and the other In October, 1907, for his
special services In settling the looses
of the Duluth Mid Iron Range itall-i
road and the Uuluth, Mcsaha anil
Northern Railroad. These roads aro|
Interstnte roads, and aro under tho ju¬
risdiction of the Minnesota Railway
Commission, and not under the super¬
vision of the Interstate llnilroud Com¬
mission. 'J'lio two fees of JIlO.OOll were,
pnld by the United .States Steel Corpo¬
ration, which owns the two Interstato
rinds 'specialty represented by Mr.
KellOKK-

This is how It happened, lie was
called an a witness In Hie Investigation
of the Steel Trust, now In progress at

Washington, lie and his llrm liavc for
years represented the two Minnesota
railroads, which are now. nnd have been
(iltico 1001. subsidiary companies of the
Sleel Trust. Tho services of the llrm
to these subsidiary companies were

purely local, and "did not concern tho
Steel Corporation as i:n organization,"
notwithstanding the fact that since
talcing over these roads all hills ex¬

ceeding )i 0,000 have been passed on [by
the heads of the Steel Corporation
This was the course taken with the
bills for "extra compensation'1 allowed
Mr. Kellogg by tho :iio«.-i Corporation.
Due of these bills was for services ren¬
dered in l'jtifi, and the other for ser¬
vices rendered In 100'.'. Both bills wiera
paid by order of the Sleel Corporation
In 100T. atltl In tho month of October of
thai year Mr. Kellogg entered tho
service of the Government as specialj
counsel In the Standard Oil and n few
other cases. "My llrm," said Mr. Kel¬
logg, "has still continued ait ifounsel
for these roads (subsidiary Companies
of the Steel Corporation since \'.-<<l>.
und both my firm and myself are Inking;
all the legitimate business we can get;"
."nil "to Commence with, f have no apol¬
ogies to make."

Mr. Kfsllogg Is entirely right. There
Is no reason why he should make tiny
apologies, and we cannot Imagine why
he should have thought that any apol¬
ogies were necessary, or how anybody
onld think that apologies were In or¬

der. While his llrm. with Which lie Is
still connected, were working n« hard
as they could for the subsidiary com¬
panies of the Steel Trust, Mr, Kellogg
was equally bard at work for the Gov¬
ernment against the Standard Oil Cor'
poratlon, and by tills huppy tin'tingc-
tnent tho firm was "catching 'tint
tt-c'oniln' nnd n-gsvlne," In ncconlnnco
with the underlying principle of "ink¬
ing all tho legitimate business we can

gel."
It is supposed itltat when :l shall rail,

the blow .which killed the Standard tiil
concern will also kill the steel Trust;
hut thai Ir, another story. Mr. Koilogg
bus never boon aultqd by any Govern-

mcnt official-for.'ulo opinion about tho
legality- or Illegality of tho Unltod
States''Steel Corporation, aitd so long
as his firm was employed ns tho coun¬
sel of tlto subsidiary companies of 'the
Corporation, It was not incumbent upon
him to glvo any opinion on tho subject.
The true theory of tho law firms In
such cases Is to spoak whon thoy aro

spoken to, and so It Is thnt, howovcr
Inconsistent Mr. KollogK's profcsslonnl
relation to the Steel Trust may appear
.when contrasted with his professional
rotation to tho Standard Oil Trust, tho
two horses, in tho conditions, arc of an

entirely different color. Ills employ¬
ment as special counsel for the Gov¬
ernment In Its prosecution of the Stool
Trust might provo u bit embarrassing,
if ho should accept such employment;
but as tho employment would he prd*-
fesslonal, and as Mr. ICelloKg and his
firm aro out for "all tho legitimate bus¬
iness we can got," with their Intimate
knowledge of tho subsidiary compa¬
nies.

SEVERAL AMERICANS
GIVEN DISTINCTION

nv LA MARtiUlSK DB PONTIIMIY. ,IT Is not quite correct to state Hint
Professor Kdward C. Pickering.'
diiector of the Harvard University
Observatory, who has Just received

the Prussian Order of Merit, is to-day
the only American knight of thel body,
and it is equally erroneous to state
that the lute Professor Alexander
Agassi/, and Newcotnb, were the only
Americano to have received this dis-
linctlon in the past. For the painter,
John S. Sargent, Is one of the living
Ain-jrjcaii members of the order; while
another member was the historian
Bancroft. The Bight Hon. Jamus
Bryce. British a inbassador at Wosh-
ii.mon, uiso has the Prussian Order of
Merit, as well as that of England.
How highly the distinction Ih prized

abroad, may be gathered from the fact
that although Thomas Caiiyle refused
the Grand Cross of the Order of tho
Bath, and even a peerage, at the hands
of tjueeii Victoria, for his services to
litornttiro, he readily accepted, with
keen appreciation, his election to tho
Prussian Order "Pour le Merlte." which!
was founded by that Frederick tliej
'.ireul of whom he remains the most
popular biographer.
There had previously been a Prus¬

sian military order, styled the order]of Generosity, which came Into exls-1
tenco In 1005. Frederick the Great re-i
organized It in 1710, und rebaptlzed It
In the French language which he so
much affected, as "Pour le Merlte." i
But he restricted It to military men,!
thirty in number.

Frederick William IV., acting under!
tlie advice of Alexander von Humboldt,!
added the civil division, the statutes'
of which differ from those of the mili¬
tary members. For the military order
is solely and entirely In the gift of
the Kings of Prussia; whereas in the
case or the civil division, the monarch
merely ratifies the (.'holet: of the chap¬
ter, in which his military knights have
no voice. Alexander von llumboldt's
Idea In suggesting this addition to the;order, was based largely upon thejprinciples of the Academy of France,
The relations of Cardinal Richelieu In
connection with the latter's founda¬
tion, Humboldt being eager to emu¬
late.

Iiis views, however, about the crea¬
tion of tiic civil division of the order
did not meet with the approval of the
famous German poet Ludwig b'hland,
who, taking the ground that there
should be no question of Hierarchy in
the world of letters, was the llrst to
decline the order. His example In this
respect was followed by severul others,
the most notnble Instances being Pas-
tour and the laic Herbert Spencer.

While there are thorcfoin two di¬
visions of this Prussian order, there
is but one class. The membership of
Iho order carries with it no tltlu or
nobiliary rank. In fucr tho majority
of the thirty native members of the
civil division belong to the bourgeoisie.
But they constitute Iho very cream of
the science, art and literature of Ger¬
many. The foreign knights are re¬
stricted to the number of twenty-five,
and arc elected by the civil German
knights.
The insignia consists of an eight-

pointed, blue enamel cross, mounted Iii
gold, between tho brunches of which
there aro four Prussian eaglc3, sprcad-
wiso. The cross Is surmounted by an
"F" and a crown. This la tho mili¬
tary insignia. .That of the. civil dl-1
vision is slightly different, the cross|
being environed with a blue, enameled,
gold bordered bund, which has the
effect of framing tho badge Into a sort
of modallloh. In both Instances, tho
Insignia Is worn suspended from the
nock by a ribbon or black moire, with
a narrow border of silver.

Sir Francis Bacon's fine statue, by
F. W. Pomeroy, of the Royal Academy,!
is one' of tho features of the Royal
Academy Exhibition this year In Lon-j
don; and In view of the fact that Sir
Francis is the inventor of that method,
of preserving moot by the frozen pro-,
cess, to which 'tho Argentine Republic|
owes so much of Its prosperity, it-seems
ominently fitting that tho efllgy should;
have found a purchaser in, one of the]
r.ngllsh stockyard Barons of Argon-.
Una, and that Its future homo will be
In his house,- or rather palace, at Bue¬
nos Ayres. In this connection it is
well to recall that Now Zealand has
already erected a monument to Sir
Francis Bacon, popularly, but errono-
ouolv known as "the great Lord Ba¬
con," In recognition of his services,
not In writing the works of .Shakes¬
peare, its' some people allege, hut for
inventing that method of preserving
meat by tho frozen process to which
Now Zealand, like Argentina, owefi so

pinch of her prosperity.
It socim: that Sir Francis wns not

only the p'olnnorT of the freezing pro¬
cess, but actually brought about his
death bv his enthusiasm In experiment¬
ing wltii tho notion. Driving In High-
gato one day, he loft his carriage to
collect some snow, with which to stuff
a fowl, by way of noting tho effect of
cold on tho preservation of Its flesh.

In doing tl>l« he brought on an attuck
ol bronchitis, to which he succumbedIn a Cow days. It has taken nearlythree centune» for thu Idea to work
out to the practical beneltt ot thoUnited States, Argentina, and Aus-tralasla. But. late an It Is, the leadersof the greut frozen meat Industry of
this country might do worse than fol¬
low the example of Now Zealand, and
erect, preferably In Chicago, a stutuo
to the man who, while he may not have
written Shakespeare's works, certain¬
ly did Invent the method of preserving
incut by means of cold.

Incidentally, It nmy bo stated that
it Is Incorrect to »peak of this philo¬sopher, lawyer, statesman, and inven¬
tor, as "Lord Bacon;" many of his Kng-llsh biographers, even, being guilty olthis mistake. His correct designationwas "Sir Francis Bacon;" after which
he became Lord Verulum, and he died
us Viscount St. Albans. But he wits
never "I.ord Bacon."
How he came to he styled thus, wns

ns follows; While still it mere knight,he wns appointed to tho dignity of
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, which
caused him to be addressed us '-uv
Lord," although not a peer of the
realm. In fact, he used to be known
In those days as "I^ord Keeper Bacon.
At that epoch, the otllcers of the Keep¬
er of the Great Seal, and of the Lord
High Chancellor, were separate.
Twelve months nfler being appointedLord Keeper of the Great Seal, he waa
elevated to the woolsack as Lord High
Chancellor, and m the snme time was
created a pec; of the realm, as Lord
Verulnin. Hying without Issue, his
Vlscounty of St, Albans and his'
Barony of Verulum became extinct,
though descendants of his elder broth¬
er still exist, the' present head of tho
family being Sir Hickmnn Bacon, tho
premier baronet of tho realm, who 1
ant sorry to say, claims to trace "Is
descent from the celebrated Friar Ba¬
con: which Is a reflection on the
ecclesiastical celibacy of that Ingen¬
ious divine, who Is credited with the.Invontlon of gunpowder. The pres¬
ent Lord Verulam Is a Grlmstonc. and
his relationship with tho Bacon family
is through the dlstuff side of his house.

Although one frequently hearo of
persons being sent to jail In tho mon¬
archical countries of continental Eu¬
rope on charges of lese majeste, for
Insulting living sovereigns, yet It is
equally dangerous to rofor in a slight¬
ing manner to monarchB who are dead
and gone. Thus, at Vienna, a woman
has lust been sentenced to lltrco
months' imprisonment for costing as¬
persions on Empress Mnrla Theresa,
who was laid to bei- rest four years
after the American Declaration of In¬
dependence. From this It will bo seen
that historians, as well as playwrights
and novelists who Introduce historical
personages Into their works, must bo
careful to do so only In n laudatory
manner. Even in mona.chlcal coun¬
tries where the lose majeste laws do
not rlrevall the ordinary civil code af¬
fords a greater protection to the mem¬
ory of tho dead than exists either In
this country or in Oront Britain. Thus,
Alexandre Dunms was mulcted In dam¬
ages by the Marquis de Prefontalne
for having stated In "La Route tie Vn-
ronnos" that his grandfather had
closed tho doors of his house on Louis
XVI. and Queen Marie Antoinette, on
thc-Joccaslon of their flight from Paris.
Tho court ulso confiscated tho existingeditions of the work, and ordered that
new editions should be published with¬
in a month, showing that tho Marquisdo Prefontalne ,of the revolutionary erahnd actually sheltered tho royal fugi¬tives.
